U.D.C.  Supply,  and  three  private  supplies,  namely  Arundel  Estate  Supply, 
Kingston  Estate  Supply  and  Rustington  Soa  Estate  Supply.  Ton  of  tho  parishes 
in  tho  district  have  public  water  supply  and  the  remaining  seven  parishes 
have  piped  supplies  to  a  varying  extent  from  private  sources.

In  addition  to  dealing  with  complaints  from  the  public,  whioh 
hare  boon  very  numerous  as  a  result  of  the  publicity  given  to  rat  infestation, 
Work  has  hoc-w  continuously  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Rofusc  Tips  and 
Depots . 


The  methods  used  in  dealing  with  all  infestation  have  boen  in 
accordance  with  the  new  technique  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Technical  Staffs  and  have  been  vory  successful.
